NORTHWEST ASSEMBLY. 


The address of Lieutenant-Governor 
Cameron at the opening of the present 
session of the Northwest assembly is a most 
businesslike document. The address men- 
tions that the Yukon district has been cut 
off from the rest of the Territories. The 
question as to authority to issue liquor 
permits for the Yukon before the division 
was made is alluded to and a statement of 
the action taken promised. The revenue of 
the Territories has increased beyond the 
estimate by a comparatively large sum, 
The consolidation of the ordinances will form 
pait of the work of the present session of 
the assembly. ‘Three hundred and forty- 
four new statute labor districts have been or- 
ganized in the Territories, bringing the total 
up to four hundred and one, with four more 
in process of organization. The recording 
and re-allotment of stock brands is said to 
have beem successfully carried out. It is 
proposed te take means to give the agri- 
culturists of the Territories the advant- 
age of the best information as to what is 
being done in Kastern Caneda in cattle 
raising, dairying and grain growing. The 
administration of the Dominion irrigation 
act has been placed in the hands of the 
commissioners of public works of the North- 
west government. The proceedings under 
the law have been largely simplified aud 
rendered less expensive. Amendments 
tothe statute labor, school, stock inspec- 
tion and village ordinances will form part 
of the work of the session, besides the con- 
solidation of the ordinances.

creeks for seventy miles north of Graham. 
Moody is at Grabam and says he will start 
north tocut the trailand help the Klon- 
dikers. They are very slow in travelling. 
The trail from St. John to the summit is 
good, but on this side there is about 30 
miles of bad trail, wet and willow muskeg. 
There is good quartz at points along the 
trail. I send you sample to have assayed, 
I am keeping samples of every ledge we find. 
I believe there will be lots of quartz lodes 
found in this country. The H. B. Co, man 
here claims that iast season two men made 
$1,300 in 14 days on a bar on the Findlay, 
I will spend some time prospecting when 
we reach the creek. I have good hepes of 
striking some good bars. If we do, the 
first thing we will do is to put up hay for 
our horses. It is hard rustling feed for 
horses even now in many places along the 
trail. There are 37 families of Indians be- 
longing to this post and none of them ever 
saw a horse until Moodie came to Graham. 
Two men who were coming up the Findlay 
Jost their outfits even to their coats. Their 
boat went under a pile of drift wood and 
they only saved themselves by climbing on 
the jamb and reached an island, where they 
were for three days until a boat coming 
down the river gave them help. The Find- 
lay is as large as the Saskatchewan and 
much swifter water. The bulldog flies are 
very bad and so treublesome that we have 
to make smudges for our horses. The horses, 
however, are still in good shape and we 
have lost none. Insp. Moodie tells us there 
are hundreds of boats coming up the Fraser 
to eogers the Peace by the water route. 
The Hiondikers are on their way in by the 
Findlay and intend crossing to the Black 
river and following it to a pack trail at 
Sylvester's, Moodie says “he will not go 
that way. The ox train outfit say they 
will follow Moodie. Black Dan Mclatyre 
is the push of the Klondikers and he has 
been in the lead. We have not killed any- 
thing Jarger than a wood chuck yet, but 
saw some mountain sheep. Moodie elaims 
the distance is about 312 miles from St, 
John to Graham, but I do not think it 
quite that far. Moodie’s party tell hard 
stories about their hardships, but the ques- 
tion 1s why did they lie five weeks at St. 
John before starting for Graham ? They 
are brave now when there are lots of people 
ahead. The Good Hope party is here, 
Their horses are in bad shape and not 4t 
for travel. They tried to keep ahead of the 
ox train outfit butcouldn’t. I didn’t think 
before that pack oxen could keep ahead of 
pack horses,
